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Says Most- Qualified 

Witnesses Not Called 

NEW YORK (AP)-Dr. Mil- 
ton Helpern, the city’s chief 
medical examiner and a na- 
tionally recognized authority on 
post-mortem investigations, said 
Sunday needless doubt was cast 
on the Warren Commission be- 
cause the commission failed to 
call on the most qualified wit- 
nesses. 

Dr. Helpern said he chal- 
lenged the commission’s theory 
that a single bullet killed Presi- 
dent Kennedy and wounded 
Texas Gov. John Connally but 
he added: 

; “Pam not criticizing the con- 
j elusions of the Warren Com- 
mission. I think , the conclusions 
are correct. The only trouble 
is that if the case had been 
handled a little more expertly, 
it would not have provided the 
basis for all this disbelief on the 
part of many people.” 

Although he doubted the “sin- 
gle-bullet theory,” he said it 
was not significant anyway. . 
“The important thing that the 
autopsy revealed is that the 
bullets were coming from one 
direction and could liave been 
fired by one person,” he said. 

Dr. Helpern was interviewed 
on a WABC-TV program.
